IN THE WILDERNESS. | 


THE SECRECY SURROUNDING THE 
PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


Bccuta Placed Around the Camps, Che Whites Ordered 
Oat of ihe Reservation, the Telegraph Opera- 
tory Watched, and Prowlers Promp’'. 
ly Arrest:d—The Iadians, Etc. 


Port WasHakrr, Wy., August 9.—In accor 
dance with the expressed wish of the Shosn- 
ones and Arapahoe chiefs, their people were 
aiforded an opportunity of calling upon the 
president at 3 o'clock this p. m. Shortly be 
fore that hour they gathered on the plains to 
the number of about 500 warriors, mounted 
upon their handsome ponies. They dashed 
forward in line for about a thousand yards to 
the point near which the president stood 
awaiting them. The column then halted and 
several of the chiefs dismounted and approac- 
ed him. Amongthem were Washakie, 4 re- 
markable chief of thefShoshones, from whom 
this post takes its name, and Black Coal, chief 
of the Arapahoes tribe, which within a few 
years has been permitted to share the occu- 
pancy of this reservation. The president then 
thanked his visitors for, calling on him, and 
congratulated them on their tine 
appearance. He assured them of 
his interest in their welfare and 
of his satisfaction upon hearing of their ex- 
emplary conduct, and theirgrowing attention 
to the practice of industrial pursuits. His 
address, which was admirably suited to the 
occasion, was interpreted to the Shoshones by 
an English speaking member of their tribe, 
who bears the name of Norcutt, 
and to the Arapahoes by one 
of their number who was educated at Car 
lisle scboo!. The chiefs replied, and their re- 
marks were similarly interpreted. Chief 
Sharp Nese then presented the president with 
ahandsome pony for his daughter. Gifts 
of moccasins and leggings were presented to 
members of the party. Then followed the 
war dance, in which twenty young Shoshone 
braves took pa t. 

Prior to the arrival of the presidential party 
all civilians were ordered olf the reservation,al: 
staze coaches were stopped at the line eight 
miles distant, the traders put off, and only 
the United States mails permitted entrance. 
The drivers of the stages are under constant 
surveillance. A line of Indian scouts has 
been run around the fort, camp and outposts 
with orders to arrest all parties without a pass 
from General Sheridan and put them off the 
reservation. In case of asecond oftense civ- 
ilians will be jailed. ‘The government depot 
bas orders to sell no food to parties withouta 
pass. The hotel is ordered closed to out- 
siders. Thetelegraph has beeh seized and 
the Western Union operators put under con- 
stant watch. All dispatches are ordered in- 
spected by a government Official. There is 
great secrecy, the ultimate motive of which is 
yet to develop. 

THE TRIP FROM SWEETWATER. 

The presidential party left Camp Sweetwa- 
ter at 7 «’clock much refreshed by the night's 
rest. The Sweetwater river is the western 
limit of the cattle-ranges. The Sweet Valley 
is very beautiful, with meadow lands and 
rich grazing. It isa country prolific in pe- 
troleum springs and soda _ deposits, 
Herean English commpany are making ar- 
rangements to sink wells for the oil. About 
fifty miles to the east is a lake of bicarbonate 
of soda amile long, one-half mile wide and 
forty-six feet deep. Here the Wind River 
mountains begin their journey to the north- 
west, showing many prominent peaks, among 
these _Fremont’s peak, 13,78) feet high; 
Temple peak, 13,249 feet, and Wind River 
peak, 15,500 feet high. Here are very heavily 
wooded regions, covered with pine of an ex. 
cellent quality, which is ultimately des- 
tined to become an important com- 
mercial factor. To the southeast 
the party saw the Sweetwater range and the 
peculiar Seminole mountains. Here a con- 
siderable amount of mining is progressing. 
Near by is South Pass City, Atlantic, and 
Miners’ Delight, which eight or ten years ago 
Were prosperous mining camps. From these 
mines $1,000,000 was taken out in three year: 
in free gold and nuggets of large size found in 
the placers, The granite is so badly broken 
and faulted that it is almost impossible to fol- 
low the veins and diiticult to procure water 
sufficient to work the placers. On every hand 
the party heard of hot springs, soda springs, 
petroleum, marble, gold, silver and lead. 

THE RESERV ATION. 

The trail crossed the water courses and 
heads of the streams which empty into the 
Sweetwater.and Big Horn rivers. There was 
litt!e to relieve the monotony of the sand and 
sage brush except in looking at the mountain 
peaks along the western horizon, until the 
party reached Washakie at the edge of the 
Shoshone reservation. Jhis reservatiou is an 
easis to the traveler. It embraces a large 
northwestern portion of Wyoming 
Territory lying between Wasaakie and Yel- 
lowstone park. Itis finely watered and full 
of large streams abounding in fish. It is pre- 
sumed that Chief Washakie will be delighted 
to permit his great father to hunt and fish 
here to his heart’s content. The Shoshone or 
Snake Indians are camped one and one-half 
miles from the Indian agency and two miles 
from Fort Washakie, or old Camp Brown. 
The Arapahoes are encamped twenty miles 
further down the Little Wind river and to the 
east under Chief Black Coal. Dr. Irwin, the 
Indian agent, has the Indians 
largely under control, and is a 
great civilizing factor among them. 
The two tribes, though separately en- 
camped, intermingle and hold friendly rela- 
tions. The Shoshones are the more industri- 
ous and are largely employed by the govern- 
ment to run the supply trains. There are 
some 2,500 Indians here—the lastof the Ara- 
pahoes and the Shoshones. Here the barbaric 
sun-dance is an annual feature among the 
camps, and is said to be permitted by the 
government. The last battle between the 
Shoshonres and the whites occurred January 
29, 1863, and resulted in the defeat and par- 
tial annihilation of the tribe. [he Shoshones 
went on the reservation in 1869, and have 
been peaceably disposed since. 
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RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


The Work Dene on theStreams of Georgia, Fierida 
. and Alabama. 

WASHINGTON, August 0.—The report of Ma- 
jor Damrel!, engineerin charge of the ‘iver 
and harborimprovements in the Mobile, Alia. 
dlistrict, was received at the war departinent 
today. After describing the work doe in 
the fiscal year ended June 30 last, the réport 
says: The experimental cut of 22 feet depth 
recommended to be dredged by the board of 
engineers in their report for 1880, was dredged 
in September, 1882, in the bend below the 
lights of Dog river bar, commencing 
at cluster No, 5, atthe north end ofthe bend, 
and extending south 300 feet, with a width 
of 100 feet. This cut was sounded in Octo- 
ber, 1882, and June, 1883, and a comparison 
of the three soundings showed less depth on 
the sides and eves of the cut, with about the 
same average depth along the centre, evi- 
dently owing to the irregularities of the bot- 
tom being in process of removal, and the 
banks having assumed a natural slope, but 
showed no filling due to other causes. Itis 


’ believed from the results of this experiment 


that the channel of this depth through the 


side of cluster No. 51, justsouth of Fowl! river, 


would remain open and be comparatively 


permanent, with a width of 400 feet. With

bar. The act of 1832 appropriated fifty thou- 
sand dollars for the work, and_ there 
is a remainder unexpended, July 1, 1885, of 
this and other appropriations, $66,505. It Is 
estimated that $55,000 will be required tor the 
completion of the work,and that thatsum can 
be profitably expended during next year. Of 
the future of the work, the engineer says: It 
will require watching, and doubtless frequent 
appropriations to meet unforeseen contingen- 
cies. At tue harbor, at Key West, Florida, no 
progress is reported during tle past year. lt is 
estimated that $115,000 will be required to 
complete the work and can be profitably ex- 
pended during next year. 

Chattahoochee river, Georgia, and Ala- 
bama—The plan of improvement contem- 
plates a channel of four feet depth, and 100 
feet width. During the year, snags and over- 
hanging trees were removed. Some blasting 
was done and 2060 linear feet of jetty was 
built. [tis proposed during the present year 
to clear the entire length of the river of snags 
etc,—widen the channel at Little Uchee, and 
Sleek Bluff, repair the works wherever need- 
ed, and complete the improvement between 
Coiumbus and Bull creek. This improve- 
ment will not be permanent, and it is estima- 
ted an annual appropriation of $10,000 
will be required to keep the river in its im- 
proved condition. ‘The funds available, July 
first 1883, were $20,417. It is estimated 
that $150,000 will be required to complete 
the work, and that $100,00U can be profitably 
expended during the next year. 

lint river, Georgia—The project is to open 
a channel 100 feet wide and three feet deep at 
low water. Asa resuitof the work already 
done, a steamer drawing three feet of water 
can pass at low water from tbe mouth of 
Swift creek to within four and a balf miles of 
Montezuma, an eitimated distance of fifty- 
five and a half miles. During the present 
year work will be pushed forward with the 
available funds in the direction of Albany. 
The original estimate of the cost was $175,000; 
the amount available July Ist, 1885,is $11,272; 
required for completion of the work, $127,830, 

Apalachicola river, Florida—There was on 
hand July Ist, 1885, $5,225. It is estimated 
that an additional appropriation of $2,000 
will complete the work, and can be expended 
during the year. 

Apalachicola bay—The amount available 
July ist, 1883, was $658, and it is estimated 
that $55,000 additional will complete the va; \ 
and can be profitably expended during next 
year. 

Tampa bay, Florida—The engineer says 
the result of the work doue there is that 
there is now a fair, though somewhat narrow, 
channel, nine feet in depth, through to the 
wharves at Tampa except at two places 
just above Spanish Town Point, where there 
is but 7'4 feet. The act of 1882 appropriated 
$20,000 for this work. It is estimated that 
$57 O00 will be required to complete it, and 
can be profitably expended during next year. 
It isnot known whether the improvement can 
be made permanent. 

Suwannee river, Florida—The 
available, July 1, 1883, was$4,799. It is esti- 
mated that $42,158 will be required to com- 
plete the work, and can be expended during 
next year. The work will not be permaneut 
and a small annual appropriation will be re- 
quired to preserve it in good condition. 

Choctawhatchie river, Florida—The act of 
1882, appropriated $20,000 for this work, 
of which $9,160 were unexpended July 
1, 1883. Itis estimated that an 


amount 


additional 
appropriation of $66,500 will be required to 
complete the work, anc that $50,000 can be 
expended during next year. The engineer 
reports that the river is not susceptible of per- 
manent improvement, and that an annual 
appropriation of $5,000 will be required to 
keep the improvement in good condition. 

Cahaba river, Alabama—The original esti- 
mate of the cost of the improvement was 
$195,000. Theact of 1882 appropriated $20,000 
and it is estimated that $175 000 will complete 
the work, ofwhich sum $100,000 can be profit- 
ably expended in the next year. An annual 
appropriation thereafter of $5,000 will be re- 
quired to keep the improvement in good con- 
dition, 

Tallapoosa river, Alabama—No work was 
done during the past year on account of the 
high water. It is estimated that $25,125 will 
be be required to complete the work,and that 
$25,000 can be profitably expended. An annual 
appropriation thereafter of $5,000 will be re- 
quired to keep the improvement in good con- 
dition. 

Alabama river, Alabama.—The project 1s 
to obtain a channel depth of 4 feet at low 
water with a minimum width of 200 feet 
from the mouth of the river fifty miles above 
Mobile to the city of Wetumpka, Ala., at an 
estimated cost of $220,741. There has already 
been appropnated for the work $120,000, of 
which $20,000 was appropriated by the act of 
1882. The amount available July 1, 1883, was 
$10,607. It is estimated $109,841 will com- 
plete work, and that $50,000 can be expended 
during next year. 

slack Warrior river, Alabama.—An appr 
priation of $48,000 is asked for next year, and 
it is reported to maintain improvements. 

Tombigbee rivet, below Columbus—An ap- 
propriation of $104,000 is asked for, to be ap- 
plied during the next year in completing a 
3-foot channel, of net less than 35 feet width, 
between Columbus and Vienna, and improv- 
ing 15 bars of the least depth between Vienna 
and Demopolis, and 8 bars below Demopolis. 
The appropriation to date forthe two rivers 
are $190,000, and the unexpended balance 
July 1, 1883, was #9.817, It is estimated that 
$148,000 will complete the improvement otf 
both rivers, and that that sum can be profita- 
bly expended during next vear. An annual 
appropriation of $10,000 will be required to 
maintain the improvement. 

Manatee river, Fla—The original estimate 
of the cost $70,000. The act of 18x2. appropri- 
ated $12,000. Available July 1, 1883, 7 
Required for a completion of the work, $58.,- 
000, which can be profitably expended during 
next year.

Maprip, August 9.—A roval decree has 
issued suspending the constitutional 
guarantees and dismissing the civil and mili- 
tary officials of Badajos. Lieutenant com- 
manding Santa Domingo’s regiment has been 
by men under him who havefsub- 
mitted.

Lonpon, August 9.—The garrison at Seo de 
Urgel, in the province of Lerida, Spain, has 
revolted. The force numbered three hundred 
men. 

DEMONSTRATION SUPPRESSED. 

Lonpon, August 9.—The great national 
demonstration, which had been arranged to 
be held on the estate of Mr. Parnell, in Wick- 
low county, Ireland, Sunday next, has been 
suddenly abandoned. It is stated that the 
abandonment was in consequence of an inti- 
mation from the authorities that the meeting 
would be suppressed. 

Mr. Trevelyan, chief secretary for Ireland, 
stated to-night that the proposed demonstra- 
tion on the Parnell estate had been abandoned 
because of a misunderstanding with the rail- 
way companies. He said that the govern- 
ment had not interfered 1n the matter. 

The Parnellite members of parliament are 
discussing expediency of sending a delegation 
of their party to America in the interest of 
their cause, 

One hundred male and female paupers 
have petitioned the guardians of the North 
Dock union to pay their passage to Canada 
or the United States, as they state 
they are unable toget work at home. 

LiveErProoL, August 9.—O’Herliby, Deassy 
and their associates were to-day found guilty 
of treason felony and sentenced to life long 
penal servitude. 

SCHARFF’S CONFESSED FALSEHOOD. 

Pestu, August 9.—Moritz Scharf, the boy 
who was the princinval witness for the prose- 
cution in the recent trial of a number of Jews 
at Nagiregyhaza, charged with murdering a 
girl in order to procure her blood for ritual 
purposes and who swore be saw tne murder 
committed, has confessed to a reporter of the 
Pesther Oayd, newspaper, that his testimony 
was false. 

Since the acquittal of the Jews, who were 
on trial at Nyieregyhaza, there have ‘been 
several cases of arson at Tisza Ezlar, where 
the murder is alleged to have occurred, which 
persons opposed to the Jews seek to attribute 
to them. 

Thirty-two of the persons who took part 
in the riotous demonstration here against 
Joseph Scharf, father of Maritz Scharf, one 
of the defendents, and other Jews, have been 
arrested. The rioting continued till one 
o’clock this morning. The authorities, in 
order to stop the disorder, have been com.- 
pelled to place a cordon of troops around the 
street where the plundering of the Jewish 
houses occurred. 

THE NEW KING ANNAM. 

Paris, August 9.—Vianlan, who has been 
vrociaimed king of Annam by the Mandarins 
at Hue, is considered the nominee of the war 
party in Annam. 

The London Times correspondent at Hong 
Kong says he has been informed that there 
are no Chinese troops either in Tonquin or on 
the frontier, but the garrisonsin the provinces 
of Yren Nan and Kwang Si have been secretly 
increased. Much grain and rice is being 
stored at Canton. The impression prevails 
that China is playing a waiting game, which 
is costing the French much and the Chinese 
little. 

LoNpoN, August 9.—The statement that 
Cetewayo- is alive comes from Cetewayo’s 
brother, who says that he took refuge in an 
isulated kraal after the late battle, having re 
ceived two wounds in the leg. The Stan- 
dard’s correspondent in Natal is inclined to 
believe the statement. 

AN EDITOR CORRECTED, 

Paris, August 9 —The correctional tribunal 
has sentenced M. Feuillant, editor of the Gau- 
lois, to three months imprisonment for incit- 
ing the men who participated in the socialist 
demonstration on the 9th of last March, to ad- 
vance on the Elysee, the residence of Presi- 
dent Grevy. 

ADMIRAL PIERRE’S ILL HEALTH. 

Paris, August 9.—The Temps states that 
Admiral Pierre, whose conduct at Tamatave 
towards the British consul and others caused 
much feeling in England, has asked to 
be replaced forthwith. owing to the -poor 
condition of his health. The Temps states 
thata prominent Spanish republican bas in- 
formed the editor of that paper that the situ- 
ation in Spain is of very gravecharacter. He 
asserts that several superior officers of the 
army are in favor of the establishment of the 
republic, and that an outbreak io republican 
interests is imminent in the principal towns. 
He also said the cartists are preparing to act 
in thenorth.

NO WIKE CUTTING. 

New York, August 9.—The Westera Union 
telegraph company reported this morning 
that there had been no wire cutting last 
nigbv.; that business was all cleared up this 
morning when the day force took. their 
desks: that one lady operator who had been 
out with the strikers, returned to work this 
morning; that there was no truth in the 
statement that the company was losing $50,- 
O00 a day in ecnsequence' of 
the strike, he company was not 
losing anything at all, and it was probable 
that the net receipts were little, if any, below 
the average. There was; of course, a falling 
otf ofthe gross receipts,and this,upon good au 
thority. was stated to be less than 15 per cent. 
On the other hand, the company’s expenses 
have been diminished, as many smail offices 
were not open, and the force was smaller in 
all the larger offices. While the company was 
not mak.ng as much, perhaps as betore the 
strike, it was not losing anything. In regard 
to the amount of business now actually 
handled by the company, it was said that it 
was eyval to more than three-fourths its ordi- 
nary bulk. It was nottrue that the American 

tapid had been*employed by the Western 
Union to transmit delayed messages, 
The Western Union was fully capable of 
handling its own business without resorting 
to the wires of any other company. The 
strikers are still confident of success, and ex- 
hibit no indications of weakness. ‘They insist 
that the railroad operators in the west are all 
out, notwithstanding the statements to the 
contrary made by representatives of the rail- 
road companies.

Avususta, Ga., August 9.—F ive of the strik- 
ing telegraph operators resumed their places 
in the telegraph office in this city to-day. 
Three of those who returned to work were 
members of the brootherhood. The others 
were not, but had been acting with them. 
The other strikers published a card declaring 
their determination to stand firm. There are 
thirteeu stillout. Twelve operators are now 
at work in the Augusta office. The operators 
from Covington and Athens, who have been 
at work here were sent back to their posts. 
The sign of “subject to delay or mailing,”’ 
has been taken down and messages go through 
promptly. 

THE AMALGAMATED MEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 9.—In_ to-day’s ses- 
sion of the amalgamated iron and steel work- 
ers’ convention, aresolution was concurred in 
enjoining the delegates to observe the strict- 
est secrecy toward members of the press in 
regard to the proceedings of the convention. 
It is announced that the bulk of 
the business will probably protract 
the convention two weeks or longer. Tbe 
membership of the association is placed at 
49 000. The heavy expenses on account of 
the strikes have necessitated some financial 
measures, and an assessment about Septem 
ber Ist is proposed. The associationis now 
drawing largely on its surplus for current ex- 
penses, 

ANOTHER STRIKE PROBABLE, 

PittspuRG, August 9.—An extended strike 
in the Connellsville coke regions is notim- 
probable. The Knights of Labor have lately 
been organizing the miners- in that district, 
and the operators have combined to oppose 
them. Last Monday several miners who were 
known to be members of the 
Knights of Labor, were discharged from 
Morewood & McCure’s works, and other men 
refused to work unless those who had been 
dismissed were reinstated.

Judge Black herein assumes 'o describe my 
conduct and to assign to it a motive which, if 
his assertion had been true, he had no oppor- 
tunity to know, and which I pronounce ut- 
terly false! Inexcusably taise, because if he 
had desired to know the truth he could have 
learned it by conference with either of his 
associates in Mr. Buchanan's cabinet, with 
whom I had confidential relations, or with 
the president himself, with whom I held 
about that time frequent and unreserved con- 
versations, believing, as I had reason to do, 
that he, like myself, desired a peaceful solu- 
tion of the issues which then threatened 
our constitutional union; or he might 
have found what were my feelings 
and motives by reference to the 
speeches | had made during the many years 
I had served in the two houses of congress, or 
by an appeal to any other source purer than 
his own imagination. It may well be that 
my opinions were not of sufficient importance 
to him to induce a search through the 
speeches of my many years of service, but 
while his mind was so actively engaged on 
the affairs of Charleston and mv purposes in 
regard to it, it might be supposed that he 
would look-at ti e published report of my re- 
marks in the United Statessenate on January 
10th, 1861. The pending motion being to 
print the special message of the president of 
January 9th, 1861, | said: 

Had the garrison at Charleston, representing the 
claim of the government to hold the property in a 
fort there, been called away thirty days, nay, ten 
days ago, peace would have spread its pinious over 
this land and calm negotiation would have been 
the order of the day. Why wasit notrecalled? No 
reason yet has been offered, save that the guvern- 
ment is bound to preserve its properiy; and yet 
look from north to south, from east to west, wher- 
ever we have constructed forts to defend the states 
against a foreign foe, and everywhere you find them 
without a garrison, except at a few points where 
troops are kept for special purposes; not to coerce 
or threaten a state, but stationed in seacoast fortifi- 
cations, there merely for the purposes of discipline 
end instruction as artillerists, You will find ali the 
other fortsin the hands of fort-keepers and ord- 
nance sergeants, and before a moral and patriotic 
people, standing safely there as the property of the 
country. 

There, in the presence of senators who had 
‘the fulles: opportunity to know my wishes 
and opinions, the position was distinctly 
stated which Judge Black now treats as 
something new and makes the basis of a slan- 
derous misrepresentation. With like reck- 
lessness of assertion he denies that Mr. Buch 
anan ever entertained an idea of public prop- 
erty at Fort Sumter otherthan that of the 
fort with its contents, and yet, in the very 
beginning of the correspondence, in the first 
letter of Governor Pickens to the president, 
the governor wrote: ‘‘In relation to the pub- 
lic property of the United States within For! 
Sumter, the Hon. l. W. Hayne, who will 
hand you this communication, is authorized 
to give you the pledge of the state that the 
valuation of such property will be accounted 
for,’’ etc., ete 

[ pass by Judge Black’s denunciation of 
South Carolina as ‘‘not a fit party to be trust- 
ed with the protection of either real or per- 
sonal property of the United States.”’ 
needs no defense against the loose and vulgar 
assertions which characterize this revelation 
of so-called secession secrets, merely noticing 
the cunning excuse which is ollered for the 
denunciation, i. e., that South Carolina had 
previously seized “everything in and about 
Charleston except one fort.’’ It will be re- 
membered that the government of South Car- 
elina, resting under the assurance that both 
the federal and state governments would not 
attempt to make a change so asto disturb the 
existing eondition of affairs, allowed the un- 
occupied forts to remain as they were, forbore 
to seize Fort Sumter when it was without a 
garrison. She remonstrated when the garri- 
son of Fort Moultrie, after having disman- 
tied it, spiked the guns and burned the car- 
riages, was removed under the cover of night 
to Fort Sumter. Could there have been a 
more hostile demonstration than this? Was 
it honest to conceal the fact that therefrom 
followed the seizure of the unoccupied forts? 
The order resulting in this change of the 
status is one of the claims Judge Black 
makes for services rendered to the union. So 
it miay deserve to be followed to its conse- 
quences and viewed in connection with con- 
tem poraneous events. 

It occurred when South Carolina, hopeful 
of a peaceful solution of all pending issues, 
had sent three of her most distinguished sons 
as commissioners to visit and confer with the 
president. Other proof cannot be needful 
that South Carolina had no design to attack 
Fort Moultrie or take other aggressive action. 
Mr. Buchanan, with the keen perception of a 
patriot desiring to avoid civil war, saw the 
danger which this movement portended, and 
with the sensibility of a man of honor shrank 
from the imputation of bad faith. Therefore 
he wrote to the commissioners of South Caro- 
lina, on the 30th of December, 1860: *‘ When 
I learned that Major Anderson had left 
Fort Meultrie ‘and proceeded to _ Fort 
Sumter, my first promptings were to com- 
mand him to return to his former position 
and there to await contingencies presented in 
his instructions’ The president then pro 
ceeded to notice the rapidly occuring events 
which followed this act, for which it is now 
known he was not responsibie. To enforce the 
propriety oi retaining afort built to protect 
the harbor‘and city of Charieston after it had 
ceased to be regarded there as a means of de 
fense, but was considered a menace and only 
maintained to destroy, Judge Biack ,asserts 
thatthe fort ‘ belonged to the United States, 
was bought and paid for by them, they hada 
full and undisputed proprietary right to 
it, wirich was not ‘impaired in 
the slightest degree by South (arolina’s act of 
secessioa.’’ If this was intended asan answer 
to the claim of South Caroiina to ‘‘the exer- 
cise of its undoubted right of eminent do- 
main,’ a right under which questions of 
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property were to be considered, | am led to 
inquire into the verity of this assertion. The 
first question which arises is, from whom did 
the states buy the site? It will hardly be 
denied thac the sites of all the forts in 
and about the harbor of (Charleston were 
within the territory of South Carolina, and the 
ex-attorney general must be supposed to have 
known that by the act to provide for the de- 
fense of certain ports and harbors in the 


United States, March 20, 1794, it was enacted: 
‘‘That no purchase shall be made where such 
lands are the property of a state.’ It follows 
therefrom that the states could not have pur- 
chased these sites from South Carolina: bat 
we are not limited to this negative testimony. 
The deed of cession to be found in the stat 
utes at large of South Carolina, vol. 5. p. S01, 
is aflirmative, as follows: 

An act to cede to the United States various forts 
and fortifications and sites for the erection of forts. 

1. Be it enacted, etc., that there shall and hereby 
is granted to the United States of America ail the 
right, title and claim of this state to the following 
forts, fortifications and sites for the erection of forts 
in manner following: 1. Fort Moultrie and land 
thereabout. 2. Fort Johnston. 3. Fort Pinckney. 4 
A portion of the sand benk marked “C,”’ on the 
southeaste. most point of Charleston, as delineated 
in a plan of Charleston harbor by Colonel Seuf, not 
exceeding two acres (Fort Sumter is generally 
supposed to be built upon this bank.) Land at 
the mouth of the Sampit river. 6. Mustard island 
in bufert river. 7. A tract of land on St. Helena is 
land, same river. 

2. And be itfurther enacted by 
aforesaid that the toll wing pers ns, viz., Colome 
lhomas Grayson, Captain John Jenkins and Wil- 
liam Eiliott Brigadier General Kead, the intend- 
ant of Charleston for the time being; Colonel Dan- 
iel Stevens, Joseph Alston, Brigadier General Con: 
way and Major Savage Emith, and any two of them 
be and they are hereby now appointed commias 
ioners and authoriged to locate by proper metes 
und bounds, at the expense of this state, so far gs 
the charges of the surveyors sha!l be incurred, all 
orauy of the above mentioned sits, and whoshal) 
return into the office of the secretary of this State 
on or before Janury 1, 1807, fair plots of survey and 
accurate descriptfons of the said lands, forts, forti 
fications and sites, socalled, setting the limits and 
bounds of the same. 

3. And beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That if the United States shall not, with 
in three years from the passage of this act and no 
ification thereof by the government of this state te 
the execuiive of the United States, repair the forti 
fications now existing thereon er build such other 
forts or fortifications as may be deemed most expe 
dient by the executiveof the United States on the 
same, and keep a garrison or garrisons, in such case 
this grantor cession shall be void and ot no effect. 

4. And be it further enacted, thatall process, civ- 
il orcriminal, issued under the authority of this 
state or any olflicer thereof, shall and may be served 
and executed on any part of landsand sites, forte 
and fortifications soceded by this act and on any 
person or persons there being implicated in matters 
of law provided always, that the lands, sites, forte 
and fortifications soceded shail forever be exempt 
from any tax to be paid to this state; and provided 
ulso, tne United states shall, before possession be 
taken of said sitessoto be laid out by the above 
commissioners. some of whi.h are private property, 
giveand pay due compensation to the owners and 
proprietors of the same.

The generous confidence which South Caro- 
lina reposed in the government of the United 
States is manifest in the terms of this deed of 
cession. ‘The conditions imposed were only 
such as would leave the state free to occupy 
the sites for purposes of defense if the United 
States should faii to fortify and garrison them 
within the specified time. But as a general 
proposition it will scarceiy be denied that ifa 
grant be diverted from the end for which it 
was made and accepted it thereby becomes 
void. Ip the deeds of cession made by New 
York and Virginia, with more caution than 
was exhibited by South Carolina, specific 
reservations were made. Thus New York, 
in granting’s site for the Brookly navy yard, 
recites: ‘““The United States are to retain 
such use and jurisdiction so long as 
said tract shall be applied tothe defense and 
safety of the city and port of New York, and 
no longer.’’ Virginia, in ceding the site of 
Fortress Monroe and the shoal known as the 
Rip-Raps, provided in the deed: ‘“*That should 
the said United States at any time abandon 
the said lands and shoal, or appropriate them 
to any other purposes that those indicated in 
the preanible tothis act, that then and in 
that case the same shall revert to and revest 
in this commonwelth.’’ 

The preamble set forth that the government 
of the United States were solicitous to obtain 
those lands ‘‘for the purpose of fortification 
and other objects of national defense.’’ To 
deny that a state possessed eminent domain is 
the growth of recent days. Even so late as 
1836 Massachusetts deciared that ‘‘the sover- 
eignty and jurisdiction of the commonwealth 
extend toall places within the boundaries 
thereof, subject only to such rights of concur- 
rent jurisdiction as have been or may be 
granted over any places ceded by the com 
monwealth to the United States,” 

If thesame rule of right holds good to the 
states equally, then every reservation recog- 
nized and accepted in the cession of one state 
must be regarded as binding in relation to all 
cessions of like tener. So far as the United 
States might purchase land from an individu- 
al they would noi thereby acquire either the 
jurisdiction or exemptions granted in deeds 
of cessions and would hold subject to the 
laws and policy of the sovereign state. Then, 
I submit, unless there was proprietary right 
to the Brooklyn navy yard and the Water- 
vliet arsenal, there was none to Fort Sumter. 

As a sample of Judge Black’s discourtesy 
and unwarranted invective towards a state, | 
cite the following sentences: ‘The demand 
for the evacuation of Fort Sumterand the 
surrender into the hands of South Carolina 
was, take it all in al), the most impudent in 
the history of the world. * South 
Corolina insultingly insisted upon its 
surrender to her, avowedly with 
intent to use it for hostile 
purposes against the government to which it 
belonged; and now Mr. Davis complains that 
this absurd demand was not acceded to.” 
How far such epithets may be excused will 
be best understood by quoting the language 
employed in making the demand. The Hon. 
Isuac W. Hayne, special envoy of South Car 
olina, in a letter to his excellency Jamez 
Buchanan, president of the United States, 
written at Washington, January 31, 1861, 
used the following language: 

“You will perceive that it is upon the presump- 
tion that it is solely as property that you continue 
to hold Fort Sumter that! have been seleeted for 
the performance of the duty upon which I| have 
entered. Ido notcome as a military man to de- 
mmand the surrender of a fortress, but as the legal 
officerfof the state,its attorney-general,to Claims for 
the state the exercise of its undoubted right of em- 
inent domain and to pledge the state to make good 
allinjury to the rights of property which may arise 
from the exercise of the claim. * * * South 
Carolina has every disposition to pre 
serve the public peace, * * * and it 
is submitted that om her part there is scarcely any 
consideration of mere property, apart from honors 
and safety, which could induce her two do ought te 
jeopard that peace, still lets to inaugurate a pro- 
iracted and bloody ctvil war. * * Repudia- 
ting as you do the idea of coe cion avowing peace 
ful intentions and expressing a patriot’s hurror tor 
civil warand bloody strife among those who once 
were brethren, itis hoped that on further consider- 
ation you will not ona mere question of property 
refuse the reasonable demand of south Carvulina, 
which honor and necessity alike compei her te 
vindicate.’’ 

Only one who is seekinga pretext for hos 
tile demonstration against the state could 
have found insult in this temperate appeal 
and have called for the army and navy te 
perform such acts as naturally would and 
tinally did lead to civil war. Where does he 
find authority for the assertion that the ap- 
plication for possession of Fort Sumter was 
made ‘‘avowedly with intent to use it for hos- 
lile purposes against the government to whiok 
it beionged?’ Where, unlessin his own ex- 
travagant estimate of the power of that fort 
and by ascribing to South Carolina such hos 
tile feelings as he manifests, when, in 
the memorandum he claims to have psesent- 
ed to the president, he exultingly refers to 
Major Anderson having occupied Fort Sum- 
ter with the assertion: *‘He still commands 
the harbor. We may still execute the laws if 
we try.” It were unnecessary to repeat that 
no resistance had been made to the execu 
tion of any civil process; there were then nu 
United States officers in South Carolina whe 
could require aid for the execution of the 
laws. The fort might be efficient to obstruct 
the commerce of Cnarleston and aid in the 
doubtful resort of collecting duties outside of 
the harbor. To such small dimensions shrinks

Mr. Beall offered a bill to amend see 
3125 of the code of 2. teferred to 
committee on judiciary. 

Discussion on the bill of Senator Tutt to 
amend the code in reference to persons 
fraudulently obtaining credit was resumed, 

Mr Harris spoke in faver of the passage of 
the bill. He thoughtit would not only bene 
fit farmers, but every class of professions. 
The bill would but provide just punishment 
for cases of fraud. It was not unconstitu- 
tional, but was in direct conformity to that 
section of the code which it preposed to 
amend. He therefore thought the bill should 
pass. 

Mr. Livingston also favored the bill. He 
thought the constitutional argument had been 
strained and stretched a great deal too much 
to cover the case under discussion. He 
thought the bill would me&tan urgent de- 
mand and supply a long felt want in our 
laws. ‘ 

Mr, Tutt again spoke in favorofthe bill, Por 
every time thatthe bill has been*efore the 
senate, Mr. ‘Tutt has labored most zealously 
tosecure its passage. He explained freely 
the intents of the bill, analyzed them and ap- 
plied the constitution to the same. He knew 
the bill to be constitutional; it was needed, 
and it was the duty of the legislature to pass 
it. 

Mr. Davis spoke adversely on the passage o! 
the bill, defending his position by a strong 
argument based on the unconstitutionality 
of the bill. 

Mr. Jonesopposed the bill. He thought 
that its passage would clearly cause impris- 
onment for debt, and on this based his argu- 
ment, showing the unconstitutionality of the 
bill, and its evil tendencies. 

Mr. Parks favored the bill and closed the 
discussion on the question. He argued very 
clearly and forcibly the necessity of the rem- 
edy of such evils as the bill intended. It was 
not unconstitutional, neither violating state 
or federal laws. It did not imprison for debt 
and only forced the carrying out of a contract 
to the bill. 

On the amendment, offered by Senator 
Jones, the veas were 16, the uays 24. 

The amendment of Senator Tatum was lost;

The house met at 9 o'clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer by Mr.

On motion of Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, the 
house resolved to hold a sersion from 3 to 6 p. 
mi. lor the introduction of new bills. 

The consideration of the gtate road lease 
Wus resumed. Mr. Redding, of Pike, on the 
floo.. He continued his argument against 
the unconditional dismissal of the suit. He 
did not care forthe threats of the lessees to 
carry the case tothe supreme court of the 
United States. He saw no reason for the dis- 
miseal of the suit and confidently believed 
that the attorney general would prevail. 

Mr. Redding said thatthe legis'ature had 
been discussing this question forten vears. 
It is now in the hands of the attorney genera), 
where it properly belongs, and here come the 
lessees and want to be relieved by the act of 
the legislature. Ihe gentleman from Chat- 
ham discusses here elaborately the question 
of ‘‘ultra vires.”’ ‘This matter basa very bad 
case of ‘‘ultra vires.’’ The lessees ought to 
be made to give the additional bond asked of 
them. They can do it in five minutes 
and end the whole trouble. 
The attorneys of the lessees 
cry out for a cessation of this suit because it 
will cost the state a fee.

He ridiculed the idea that the 
bond is sufficient, and said that it was a poor 
dependence for the state to rely on the sease 
of justice of a man who is one side of a ques- 
tion one year and on the other side next year.
